FIRE  RULES 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to  extinguish  it.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

During  the  year  all  roads  were  scraped  and  dragged  several 
times.  Culverts  and  ditches  were  cleaned,  leaves  removed,  and 
turnouts  made  where  needed  for  drainage. 

Stones  were  removed  from  roads  and  roadsides,  trees  cut  and 
some  roads  widened.  Cut  brush  on  eight  miles  of  roads  and 
overhanging  branches  removed.  Resurface  Brush  road  toward 
Bonds  Corner  using  530  yards  gravel  and  surface  treated  with 
tar  mix.  Bridges  at  Golf  Club  and  Blackberry  Lane  were  re- 
planked.    Chloride  was  applied  on  all  roads  where  necessary. 

All  tar  roads  honed  and  tarred  where  surface  cracked  and 
needed  top  dressing,  others  tar  patched  using  about  18,000 
gallons  of  tar.   Other  roads  should  be  redone  another  year. 

The  Town  Road  Aid  was  expended  on  the  road  from  Niemela 
Bridge  to  Blount  Corner.  Removed  ledge,  stones,  cut  and  re- 
moved trees,  widened  road  and  cut  back  corners,  installed  two 
culverts.  Used  about  1200  j^ards  fill  and  2985  yards  gravel 
and  surfaced  road  with  readimix. 

The  heavy  rain  this  fall  made  necessary  regraveling  of  several 
roads  especially  the  Charcoal,  Close  and  Hale  roads  which  were 
badly  washed  out. 

We  applied  about  5400  yards  gravel  on  roads  this  year  and 
more  should  be  applied  another  year,  also  more  brush  should  be 
cut.  Removed  ledge  and  stones  from  the  Miss  Dooe  road  so- 
called  and  graveled  in  places,  more  improvement  should  be 
done  this  year. 

At  this  time,  I  should  like  to  give  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
men  who  have  worked  with  me  this  year,  and  they  have  all 
worked  very  hard  in  all  ways. 

To  the  citizens  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  year,  in  which  the  men  also  join  in  saying  "Thank  You."

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  CEMETERY 

During  the  year  1957,  the  unusual  number  of  eleven  burials 
is  reported — three  were  cremations.  For  the  sale  of  burial  lots, 
$295,  was  received.  One  Perpetual  Care  fund  of  $200,  was 
contributed. 

The  fill  at  the  west  end  of  the  cemetery  was  completed, 
loamed  and  seeded.  Clusters  of  ferns  have  been  set  out  along 
the  sides  of  the  little  brook  which  flows  through  this  section  and 
empties  into  the  lake.  Contributions  have  been  received  from 
Mrs.  Mauran,  Mrs.  Campbell,  Mrs.  King  and  Mr.  George 
Davis,  to  pay  for  flowering  shrubs  which  will  be  set  out  along 
the  north  Wall  in  the  spring,  together  with  ornamental  blue 
spruce  and  mountain  ash  in  this  newly  completed  area. 

Decayed  trees  were  cut  and  removed,  the  road  running 
through  the  cemetery  from  gate  to  gate  was  graveled.  Alumi- 
num markers  for  lots,  and  Perpetual  Care  signs  were  purchased. 
Two  rotary  mowers  of  different  size  were  used  to  cut  the  grass 
over  the  entire  cemetery  and  grass  around  all  gravestones  was 
hand  clipped.  Broken  gravestones  were  mended  and  a  number 
of  lots  were  newly  loamed  and  seeded.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Dublin, 
New  Hampshire,  as  of  December  31,  1957  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Scope  of  the  Examination 

Explanatory  comments  on  the  major  balance  sheet  items 
follow: 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  bank-Treasurer-$36,872.66.  Cash  in 
bank  was  reconciled  with  the  Treasurer's  books  and  the  balance 
per  bank  statement  was  confirmed  by  corresponding  directly 
with  the  depository. 

Cash  on  hand-Collectof-$6.00.  This  amount  was  confirmed 
directly  with  the  Tax  Collector. 

Taxes  Recivable-$8,986.Z9.  The  uncollected  taxes  agreed  with 
the  collector's  detail  listing.  Approximately  75%  of  the  out- 
standing property  taxes  were  verified  by  corresponding  directly 
with  the  taxpayer. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund-$191.14.  During  the  year  $3,000.00 
was  transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  general  fund.  Interest 
received  amounted  to  $100.21.  This  fund  is  in  the  custody  of 
the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 
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Due  to  School  Departinent-$23,241.00.  The  balance  due  the

Revenues  and  Appropriations 

The  receipts  as  shown  by  the  records  were  verified  from  the 
remitter  in  so  far  as  practicable.  The  total  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements as  reflected  in  the  Selectmen's  books  agreed  with 
those  recorded  in  the  Treasurer's  books.  An  inspection  of 
vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  indicated  that  the  disburse- 
ments were  supported  by  invoices  or  other  documents  and  were 
being  properly  recorded. 

Trust  Funds 

The  balance  of  cash  on  deposit  in  the  checking  account  and 
in  the  various  savings  accounts  was  confirmed  to  us  directly  by 
the  depository.  Securities  on  hand  were  inspected  by  us.  We 
examined  brokers  invoices  for  the  purchases  of  securities  and 
verified  the  dividends  received.

School  Board 
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B.  Program  and  Methods 

In  September,  school  began  with  an  enrollment  of  one  hun- 
dred children.  The  largest  classes  were  one  and  two;  and  five 
and  six.  This  year  we  have  15  in  grade  one,  11  in  grade  two,  19 
in  grade  three,  11  in  grade  four,  15  in  grade  five,  14  in  grade  six, 
7  in  grade  seven,  and  8  in  gi'ade  eight. 

Last  June  fourteen  pupils  were  promoted  to  high  school.  In- 
stead of  the  usual  program  with  all  grades  participating  an 
excellent  program  was  presented  in  the  spring  by  grades  1 
through  4,  and  the  promotion  exercises  were  conducted  by 
grades  5  through  8. 

Assembly  programs  were  held  during  the  year  and  all  grades 
participated  in  the  Christmas  program. 

This  year  the  school  had  two  field  trips.  Last  winter,  grade 
7  and  8  went  to  the  state  capitol  to  observe  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate  in  session.  The  students  were  honored 
with  a  personal  greeting  from  Governor  Dwinell.  This  Decem- 
ber, Mr.  Blount  and  Mr.  Clukay  donated  facilities  and  trans- 
portation for  a  very  fine  trip  to  the  Edaville  Railroad. 

In  the  past  year  some  important  changes  and  additions  have 
been  made  in  the  school. 

A  year  ago  it  became  evident  that  something  had  to  be  done 
to  alleviate  the  burden  in  gi-ades  3  and  4.  Last  year  the  highest 
enrollment  was  114,  or  approximately  22  more  pupils  than  the 
previous  year.  To  take  care  of  this  situation  an  additional 
teacher  was  employed.  Adequate  classroom  space  was  pro- 
vided and  in  January  Mrs.  Barbara  Woodbury  assumed  the 
duties  as  teacher  of  grade  three. 

As  in  the  past  teachers  have  been  taking  extension  courses  at 
Keene  Teachers  College  and  the  L'niversity  of  New  Hampshire. 

New  books  or  workbooks  have  been  purchased  for  all  grades. 
Several  complete  sets  of  Gillingham  materials  have  be^n  pur- 
chased and  put  into  use  with  children  experiencing  reading 
difficulties. 

On  January  first,  Mrs.  Norma  Verhey,  teacher  of  grade  four 
resigned  to  accept  a  new  position  as  teacher  of  grade  threa  in 
Keene.  Mrs.  Verhey  came  to  Dublin  in  1951.  Her  new  position 
is  with  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  the  Keene  Teach- 
ers' College  Training  School.  Mrs.  Alice  Clukay  has  b?3:i  em- 
ployed to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Verhey. 

The  school  has  conducted  athletic  teams  in  touch  football, 
basketball  and  softball.    Through  athletics  the  boys  and  girls 
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are  learning  the  lessons  of  good  conduct  and  sportsmanship  both 
on  and  off  the  playing  field.  In  addition  to  these  teams,  the 
school  has  the  use  of  a  fine  trampoline  loaned  by  Mr.  Charlton 
McVeagh.  All  children  have  had  an  opportunity  to  use  this 
device.   It  is  a  fine  way  of  helping  them  gain  coordination. 

The  cafeteria  program  has  continued  to  function  under  the 
capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Nellie  Crossley.  Mrs.  Marie  Rajani- 
emi  has  been  the  assistant.  Total  lunches  served  monthly  have 
averaged  around  1500  so  far  this  year. 

This  year  an  open-house  program  was  held  on  three  different 
occasions.  The  most  recent  was  a  successful  question  and 
answer  meeting  with  several  people  participating.  There  seems 
to  be  notable  interest  in  this  type  of  program  and  it  is  hoped  to 
continue  with  another  in  the  near  future. 


PART  III.  SCHOOL  PLANT 

A.  Repairs 

A  careful  examination  of  the  exterior  walls  of  the  school 
building  has  revealed  that  serious  damage  to  the  older  section 
has  been  caused  by  weathering.  A  representative  of  a  reliable 
company  has  made  a  thorough  survey  of  the  damage  and  has 
given  an  estimate  for  budgetary  purposes  that  the  cost  to  make 
the  necessary  repairs  would  be  $3,883.00.  Because  this  is  a 
sizeable  amount  and  because  there  is  no  evidence  as  yet  of 
serious  interior  damage  from  water  penetration,  it  has  been 
decided  to  recommend  no  action  on  this  matter  this  year,  but 
within  a  very  few  years  these  weakened  walls  should  receive 
effective  treatment.

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PART  VI.  AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 
SPECIAL  REPORTS 

A.  Health 

I  am  very  happy  at  this  time  to  submit  my  second  report  as 
school  nurse  at  the  DubHn  ConsoHdated  School. 

At  present  the  physical  examinations  have  been  completed 
in  grades  1-3-5-7  and  any  new  pupils  that  have  entered  the 
school  the  past  year  who  are  in  the  other  grades.  Dr.  Mason 
did  not  find  too  many  defects  in  the  children  this  year.  Dental 
cavities  are  always  the  greatest  trouble  found. 

All  pupils  have  been  individually  inspected  by  the  nurse  to 
check  for  the  characteristic  vaccination  scar.  There  were  two 
found  without  the  scar  and  these  were  coirected  at  once. 

Periodically  all  pupils  are  inspected  for  cleanliness. 

An  eye  and  hearing  test  is  made  on  every  child  in  the  school. 
Defects  are  noted  and  notices  sent.  Many  connections  have 
been  made. 

Last  spring  a  T.B.  Patch  test  was  offered  to  the  pupils  and  to 
the  teachers.  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  pupils  were  patched 
and  all  of  our  teachers.  Where  there  was  any  question  of  re- 
acti<jn  the  parent  was  asked  to  take  the  child  to  Keene  to  a 
clinic  and  be  X-rayed.  In  each  case  the  parent  was  very  co- 
operative. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  teachers,  cafeteria 
ladies,  and  our  custodian  for  the  help  they  have  given  me  in  this 
past  year. 

Parents  are  invited  to  write  or  telephone  me  or  come  to  the 
school  and  talk  over  any  health  problems  their  child  may  have, 
and  if  I  am  able  to  help,  I  am  very  happy  to  do  so.

I  am  sorry  we  were  not  able  to  have  a  Polio  Clinic  at  the 
school,  but  we  found  so  many  of  the  pupils  had  been  to  their 
own  doctor  and  some  who  did  not  care  to  have  the  protection  at 
this  time  that  the  few  remaining  were  not  enough  for  the  State 
Nurse  to  come. 

May  I  also  thank  the  parents  for  their  fine  co-operation. 
Without  their  help  I  could  not  carry  on.
